EXPLANATION

GENERAL. This bill relates to agriculture and natural
resources by makin? appropriations for the 2007=2008 fiscal
year to support related entities, including the department of
agriculture and land stewardship, the department of natural
resources, the department of economic development, and lowa
state university.

The bill appropriates moneys to the department of
agriculture and land stewardship and the department of natural
resources. The appropriations are made_ to support those
departments for administration, regulation, and programs. The
bill also provides moneys to support specific ﬁro rams or
projects administered by those departments. The bill
appropriates moneys from a number of sources, including the

eneral fund of the state, the state fish and game protection
und, and the groundwater protection fund.

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE AND LAND STEWARDSHIP. For the
department of agriculture and land stewardship, moneys are
appropriated in order to support its divisions.

The bill aPpropriates moneys from the general fund to
support animal husbandry including for the administration of
the chronic wasting disease program, horse and dog racing,
dairy products control, and avian influenza control. The bill
sup?orts programs for plant protection and crop production,
including apirary law, and the control of pests. The bill also
appropriates moneys to reimburse commissioners of soil and
water conservation districts for expenses. The bill provides
for food marketing and security. It provides for a senior
farmers market nutrition program. It also provides for an
emer?ency veterinarian rapid response program, and the
regulation of organic agricultural products.

DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL RESOURCES. For the department of
natural resources, moneys are appropriated from the general
fund in order to support its divisions.

The bill makes appropriations from other funds. The bill
appropriates moneys to the department of natural resources
from the state fish and game protection fund to support
programs related to fTish and wildlife. The bill appropriates
moneys from the groundwater ?rotection fund to support
groundwater quality. The bill appropriates moneys from the
national pollutant discharge elimination system permit fund to
the department of natural resources for processing permit
applications.

The bill includes miscellaneous provisions. The bill
transfers moneys from the snowmobile fund to the fish and game
protection fund for snowmobile programs. An appropriation is
made from the unassigned revenue fund administered by the lowa
comprehensive underground storage tank fund board to the
department of natural resources for administration and
expenses of the underground storage tank section.

The bill provides that the department of natural resources
may use additional funds for staffing to reduce the
department®s floodplain permit backlog and implementing the
federal maximum daily load program. )

IOWA STATE UNIVERSITY. The bill appropriates moneys to
lowa state university from the agricultural remediation fund
to continue a project to perform water quality research to
determine methods to reduce risks to water quality associated
with open feedlot runoff and from the general fund of the
state for the operation of the veterinary diagnostic
laboratory. It includes provisions expressing legislative
intent for future appropriations.

ENVIRONMENT FIRST FUND. The bill appropriates funding from
the environment first fund to the departments of agriculture
and land stewardship, economic development, and natural
resources to support a number of programs and projects. The
bill appropriates moneys from the environment first fund to
the resources enhancement and protection fund in lieu of the
$20 million appropriated by statute from the general fund of
the state.

EMERGENCY PLANNING. The bill amends Code chapter 30 to

2 transfer authority and duties associated with the federal

Emergency Planning and Community Right=to=know Act, relating
to emergency and hazardous chemicals and recordkeeping, from
the department of workforce development to the department of
natural resources.

The bill amends Code section 161D.1 to add Guthrie county
to the counties who are members of the loess hills development
and conservation authority and to place the counties in
alphabetical order.

MARINE FUEL TAX FUND. The bill amends Code section



452A.79A as enacted by the general assembly in 2006 (2006 lowa
Acts, chapter 1179, section 60) which creates a marine fuel
tax fund under the authority of the department of natural
resources. The fund consists of revenues derived from the
excise tax on the sale of motor fuel used in watercraft. The
bill provides that the marine fuel tax fund is a trust fund
with a standing appropriation for use by the department
without an annual appropriation made by the general assembly.
DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL RESOURCES REGISTRATION PLATES. The
bill _amends_Code section 321.19 to provide for the issuance of
special registration plates for vehicles belonging to the
department of natural resources.
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
